When we see Brother Leo walk 
across the lecture platform, we always 
think that the stage lost one of its 
greatest actors. He seems to belong to 
that great tradition of Shakespeare 
actors like Irving, Booth and Mans- 
field. But if he had been an actor, he 
could not have been a teacher or a lec- 
turer, so the stage’s loss is the student’s 
gain. We heard him talk about great 
plays the other evening. 

“Today we have an immense passion 
for current events,” he said, “if we are 
normally intelligent we can’t help but 
learn something about them. The 
danger is to overlook great events that 
do not happen to be current.” 

“The writers of the great plays of 
the past never concerned themselves 
with the immediate present. They went 
to the past for their subjects. Shakes- 
peare never wrote one play about his 
own time.” 

Brother Leo, we would dare to say, 
knows every conceivable thing that 
there is to be known about Shakes- 
peare. it is a kind of perpetual adven- 
ture for him to read Shakespeare and
